on Sunday the fourth of Augu/?, 1765, one of them pre- 

- ſented his firelock at one Derham, with whom he formerly 
had ſome diſpute, and ſhot him through the mouth. 80 
that he loſt a great part of his tongue, gums and teeth, 
and languiſhed in miſerable circumſtances, unable to earn 
a x livelihood for himſelf or his family. 

That this ſoldier was taken and committed to Newgate, 
out of which, he was reſcued by a party of armed lob : 
diers; on the ſixth day of Augu/?, about non. 

That, by the teſtimony of a perſon of credit and cha- 


racter, who was in a timber-yard « of his, oppoſite to the 


royal ſquare, in the barracks, on the ſeyenth of Auguſt 


following, it appears that he ſaw a great crowd of ſol- 
diers aſſemble in the ſquare. That ſeeing no officer with 
them, he uſked ſome diſbanded ſoldiers, who worked with 
him as ſawyers, what could be the occaſion of ſuch 
| crowds of ſoldiers, without officers? To which they an- 


ſwered, that the ſoldiers had taken a ſoldier out of New- 


8 gate, the day before, and they. ſuppoſed they were going 
upon ſome ſuch errand again. That, in about a quarter 


of an hour, they marched: out of the barrack, and he 


kept his eye upon them, till the houſes interpoſed, and 


ſoon after, he ſaw them again going over Bloady Bridges 

where he obſerved the ſwords in their hands glitter in the 

ſun, and heard them ſhout.

It 
appears, by the teſtimony of credible perſons about Newgate, 
as well as of the under-goaler and turnkey, that about four 
hundred ſoldiers came by Cern-market. to the goal, with 
{words drawn, flouriſhing and ſhouting. That they got 
up to the door, and after ſtriking at it ſome time, with 
Ledge s and a. butcher's cleaver, they at length; brake 
It open and diſcharged criminals to the number of up- 
wards of ſeventy. That ſuch as were double bolted were 
| carried out by the ſoldiers, and ſuch. as were in lighter

ter after eleven, but, that the rioters got there before hint. . 
That he got up to the door with his men, and ſtood upon 
the defenſiye. That he ſaw. Captain Powell and Enfign 
Eliſian of the fixty-fourth regiment, and Lieutenants 
White and Hamilten of the fifty-fixth. And that they all 
uſed their utmoſt means to quell the riot, but to no pur. 
poſe, That as the rioters grew more furious, the 
_ who aſſiſted him, were forced to yield to the multitude. 


And that being obliged to act only upon the defenſive, 


having no eivil magiſtrate to give him command, and hav= 
ing his few men ſeparated from him and diſarmed, he was - 
at length forced to retire towards Corn-market, where he 
waited ſome time, in vain, and finding the rioters had. ſuc» 
*ceeded, ſent back the guard. That they had not got

Moreover, it appears, from the teflimeny.af we n- 
5 4 of Newgate, that neither the goal guard without, nor 
the centinels within, would obey him, or give any kind of 
vppoſtion to the riotous ſoldiers.

That in the ſame inſtant, he directed the high conſtable

few minutes aſter, he ſent a ſervant to the officer of the 
inſirmary guard in St. James s- Hireet, deſiring his aſſiſtance 
alſo. That his idea was that if theſe ſeveral guards came 
timely: to his aid, he might ſet himſelf at their head and 
hem in the ricters, till ſufficient force might come from 
the barrack to retrieve the goal. That having diſpatched 
theſe ſeveral meſſengers, he waited with impatience for 
ſome of the required aſſiſtance. But having received no 
intimation of the arrival of any of the guards, till about 
a quarter of an hour after the goal was broke open, and 
the aſſiſtance which then came being not above fix or ſe- 


dien men and a ſerjeant, who had met the riotous ſoldiers 


at the upper end of James street, going, as they were 
informed, towards K:/mainham, that he then thought it 
was to no purpoſe, with ſo ſmall force to attempt, the pure 
ſuit of the numerous rioters, and therefore judged it moſt ex- 
pedient, to wait for the expected reinforcement from the bar- 
rack, which accordingly arrived, in about twenty minutes 
after. And upon the firſt intimation of their arrival, he 
directly went down to them and found them drawn up in 
Cut - purſe- rotu and under Newgate, when he was addreſſed 
by the officers, and called to for orders. His anſwer was, 
that he was now at a loſs what anſwer to give, as the 
miſchief was already done, and that by a body of armed 
ſoldiers.

What has once been, may well be again. Look into all 


the nations of the world, ancient and modern, who have 
loſſed their liberty, and heaven knows how few have re- 
tained it, you will find none of them were completely en- 


ſlaved till they raiſed a ſtanding army, ſuperior in ſtrength 


to the civil power. Thus fell Greece and Rome. Thus 
are the ſeveral members of the Germanic empire become 
deſpotic. Thus Spain, with her Cox T Es, and France with 


her Srarzs, making as free a conſtitution as Britain 


can now boaſt, were reduced to, and will probably ever 
be kept in, abject ſubjection and ſlavery by mercenary 


troops, perhaps firſt raiſed under the ſpecious pretence of 


defending and ſtrengthening the civil power, but, in the 


end, fatally uſed to inſlave and overturn it. And can any | 
of you be inſenſible of the havock made by any army 
raiſed by the authority of parliament, to defend the peo- 


ple from the tyranny of one of their kings in England?
